GARDENER AGAIN ON STAND, 


Recorder in Court of Inquiry Declares.

HEN the plan of “segregation” of the men and 
womep in the junior college of the university of

It tmmediately expands and floats away ° 
while the lights burn. 

The composition for most fireworks offered 
for consumption in cases is sulphur, salt- 
peter, and charcoal. For brilliant gerbes the 
addition of steel and iron filings produce the 
desired effects: The greatest care is ob- 


sece 
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served in measuring out the different parts. . 
One of the most important items required 


‘in the arrangement of set pieces for pyro- 
technic displays is the “ quick match,” or. 
fuse, which makes it possible to ignite dif. 
ferent parts of.the design at exactly the 


proper time. In preparing the quick match 


a quantity of especially prepared wick is_ 


soaked in a solution of gunpowder. At th® 
proper time ft is wound off on frames, and 
just before it is dry it is sprinkled with fine 
meal powder, so as to. make it extra quick in 
action.. It is then cut off in lengths of about 
six feet and threaded into what are known 


as match pipes, put in cases of manila paper, 
_which are joined together. 


This makes a 
‘quick match, and in lighting one end thie fire 


flashes to the other with almost as much 


speed as electricity. 


Making set pleces is perhaps the moat dit- 


ficult part of the manufacture of fireworks, - 


for it calls for inventive genius, catchy ideas, 
and a good deal of originality. The subject 
desired is carefully drawn by an artist, It 
is then scaled, so that it can be enlarged to 


any size. Régulation firework frames are 10 - 


by 5 feet, and are divided into squares. The 
artist, with a crayon, enlarges the drawing 
on the frames... This is outlined with rattan.
